A more convincing argum ent sup­ 
porting the contention that advertis­ 
ing is valuable— essential— could not 
be asked, than th at presented by the 
experience here of the “Road to Yes­ 
terday” company, which appeared at 
the theater Monday night. 
Although 
it was one of the most superb castes 
that has ever performed here, pre­ 
senting a strong 
production with 
Broadway skill and finish, it played 
to a house comprising less than two 
hundred patrons on the ground floor, 
and the balconies were not more gen­ 
erously patronized. 
The piece as ren­ 
dered would have packed any theater 
in the metropolitan cities with de. 
lighted people. 
It is understood th at the m anager 
of “The Road to Yesterday” declined 
to make the usual advertising a r­ 
rangem ent with Manager Gage, and 
therefore the piece was not “ played 
up” in the newspapers. 
This show­ 
man declared that it was unnecessary 
to advertise a production “ fresh from 
New York.” 
So, 
relative to that 
business acumen 
which recognizes 
the potency of publicity, he took “ the 
road to yesterday.” 
He went back 
to a false business economy which is 
outlawed by present 
day 
business 
practices, and advertised only in a 
limited and perfunctory way. 
It cost 
him a lot of money, for had the ex­ 
cellence of his play been understood. 
he would have drawn a packed house. 
In not advertising he bought several 
hundred dollars worth of experience, 
and he paid for it.

The Tribune’s W ashington corre­ 
spondent calls attention to the fact 
th at Doctor A rthur 
MacDonald 
in 
a recent hearing before 
the sen­ 
ate committee 
on 
education and 
labor, made a strong plea for the en­ 
actm ent of the Dolliver biP for the 
establishm ent in the Departm ent of 
the Interior of a laboratory for the 
study of the criminal, pauper and 
other abnormal and defective classes 
a movement th at is newly urged by 
the present anarchistic activity. 
In a statem ent dealing exhaustive­ 
ly with the subject of the importance 
of careful study of the criminal and 
abnormal classes, Dr. MacDonald set 
forth some rem arkable facts as to 
what studies of these classes thus 
far made disclose. 
He took 
the 
ground th at results of great moment 
to civilization could lie achieved by 
such a study as would give a thor­ 
ough insight into the m ental aud 
physical make-up of the 
defective 
classes. 
It was pointed out by Dr. Mac­ 
Donald that the world as yet had 
little trustw orthy knowledge of the 
defective classes, and 
he 
declares 
that one of the objects of a thor- 
o' gh study of abnormal member* 
of hum anity is to gain trustw orthy 
knowledge of them. 
Such knowl­ 
edge has not yet been obtained but 
w hf*n it is had it will enable men to 
treat criminals in a more reasonable 
way and develop what is called pri­ 
son discifline. 
it wo Id be possible, 
with study, Dr. I'acD onald pointed 
out, to distinguish between the habit­ 
ual and the occasional criminal. 
‘ There are a certan number, how- 
large no one knows.” said Dr. Mac­ 
Donald, “of men who under normal 
or average conditions 
are 
almost 
sure to go wrong. 
If those 
men 
have physical characteristics of mon­ 
te! peculiarities th at are more com­ 
mon to them than to prisoners 
in 
general, that would be very import­ 
ant to know, because then we would 
have sonic tangible, definite sign of 
habitual crime.”

5922 Tucked Sleeves, 
Small, Medium. La rye. 
TO BE MADE IN FULL. THREE- 
QUARTER OR ELBOW LENGTH 
it has been truly said th at the 
style of the sleeve often determines 
that, of the gown, for it changes more 
often than any other feature and is 
more apt to bo distinctive. 
Here 
are two models that are novel and a t­ 
tractive and th at can be used both 
for tho new gown and for the one 
to be made over. W hatever the length 
tho material is laid in crosswise tucks 
and consequently the model Is pecul­ 
iarly well adapted to the fashionable 
thin and soft materials. 
For the 
three-quarter length there are pretty 
fitted cuffs of lace but both the el­ 
bow sleeves and those of full length 
are designed to be tucked from the 
upper to the lower edges. 
The sleeves are made with a fitted 
lining, over which the tucked portion 
is arranged. 
This lining is cut off 
on indicated lines for the three-quar­ 
ter length and is faced to form the 
cuffs. 
The sleeves of elbow length 
are designed to be unlined and if a 
transparent effect is desired those of 
full length can be so used if the seam 
is stayed to give needed strength. 
The quantity of material required 
for the medium is, for the full length 
sleeve 3*4 yards 21, 27 or 32, 1% 
yards 44; for three-quarter or elbow 
sleeves, I 74 yards 21, 27 or 32, I 
yard 4 4 with 
yard of all-over lace 
for 
cuffs, 
for 
the 
three-quarter 
sleeves.

Waitresses can only muster 9.349 
brides, or roughly 3 per cent, while 
at the bottom of the ladder are shop 
girls, typewriters and clerks of whom 
only 5,258 or less than 2 per ceht, 
succeeded in m aking the matrimonial 
harbor.
